Whenever Bonapsrte falls, he will fali 
uapitied ; but the melancholy exit of thu 
late Louis the Sixteenth is much to he dee 
plered, especialiy as he appears to have 
been one of the mildest of all the French 
monarchs, and ta have possesse a mind 
fraught. with temlerness and benevolence, 
A striking instance of this occurred at the 
union ot the three Orders. In a private 
conversation with the Duke de Enxem- 
bourg, President of the Chamberof Noples, 
the Monarch is said to have expressed his 
wishes for a coalitton of the Nobility and 
Clergy with the National Assembly. The 
Duke took the liberty of abserving to his 
Majesty, that while the States-General 
continued divided, the royal authority was 
safe ; but whenever the day shoukt arrive 
when tje States should vote by ruiïmbers 
only, from (hat moment the monarch 
would be at their merey. The King repiie 
ed, “Tam determined upou any sacrifice; 
nor would 1 wish that a single man shoukd 
lose his life in my cause.”’—He (in conscn 
guence ofthisdetermination) sent a pressing 
letter to the President of the Nobility, and 
to the minority of the Clerey, entreating 
them to join the other representatives, 
The effect however, was not to produce 
unanimity, as the King appeared to wish, 
but exactly such as the Duke had foretokdh, 

The French Revolution afords also a 
galutary lesson to Princes, and their subs 
jecta. To the former, net to ruie wijk 
the rod of despotism ;s—to the latter, to 
pause, and weigh the matter well, betore 
they proceed to alter an established form, 
of government; and even if they find 
sufficient reason so to do, to be anxious 
to cffeet it rather by graduat amelioration, 
than by the rude hand of poputar vio- 
lence,« As to out own particular cise, we 
have reason to be thankful to Divine Provia 
dence for the liberty and various privileges 
we enjoy under the British Constitution, 
especially from the period ‘of the gentle 
sway of the illustfious House of Brunswick 5 
and we see the most pleasing Presages ofa 
continuance of taose blessings, .
